The Probable Initial Steps. 

The first forward step by the Ju- 
diciary Committee probably will be 
to invite Hawes and a representa- 
tive of the Post-Dispatch to fur-

Successor to Thomas in Gem Coal 
Receivership Named. 

Judge English yesteniay selected 
Nathaniel C. McLean, real estate 
dealer and president of the East 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
for appointment as coreceiver of 
the Southern Gem Coal Corpora- 
tion, to succeed C. B. Thomas, who 
resigned as referee in bankruptcy 
and receiver in several cases when 
the Post-Dispatch began publica- 
tion of facts concerning the courts 
of Thomas and English. 

The Southern Gem receivership 
Was one of the many plums handed 
to former Referee Thomas by his 
friend, Judge English, as the cor- 
poration is capitalized at $5,000,- 
000 and controls valuable proper- 
tles, operating coal] mines in five 
Tilinois counties. 

Debts About $2,750,000. 

Te went into a receivership in 
December, 1923, following failure 
to meet a miners’ payroll, and the 
present total indebtedness is esti- 
mated at $2,750,000. The other 
receiver is. William S. Wilson, re- 
tired coal operator of Pinckney- 
ville, Ill., who was selected by cred- 
tors. 


The matter of an appointment to 
succeed Thomas came up yesterday 
before Judge English in the form 
ef a hearing of creditors of the 
corporation, and the selection by 
Judge English was made in favor 
of McLean when it was shown that 
creditors with the largest tota! of 
—" expressed a preference for 

m. 

McLean's name was suggested by 
Judge English, and he was opposed 
by creditors with holdings totaling 
$525,000. But a conference dis-

Col. Ownbey, according to Hef- 
lin’s statement of the case, was 
associated with the late J. P. Mor- 
gan in mining enterprises in Colo- 
rado. “After the death of J. P. 
Morgan,” Heflin said, “the execu- 
tors of the estate threw him into 
a receivership and tied up his prop- 
erty. Then they went into another 
state—Delaware—and brought an 
attachment suit against him. They 
invoked an old statute, known as 
the custom of London, which had 
become part of the State law of 
Delaware. This statute was re- 
pealed in London over 40 years 
ago, and it exists as law today in 
only two or three states of the 
Union. 

“They summoned Col. Ownberg 
in the Delaware court to show 
cause why his property should not 
be disposed of, though Col. Ownbey 
was there in court in person 
and had his lawyers there, they 
G€emanded that he put up a $209.,- 
090 bond before he could be heard 
in his own behalf. 

“Because they had tied up all 
his property in Colorado by the 
receivership, Col. Owenbey could 
not furnish the bond. Neither Col. 
Owenbey nor his lawyers were per- 
mitted to say a word. He had ‘to 
sit there and see himself deprived 
of his property. Human rights 
were flung to the four winds. 

Lower Court Upheld. 

“The Court gave a judgment that 
destroyed this man. He appealed 
to the Supreme Court, and here 


the present Attorney-General, 
Stone, appeared for the Morgan 
heirs. Stone's firm had employed 


the lawyers that handled the case 
in Colorado and Delaware. 


“Before the Supreme Court, 
Stone took the position that the 
Delaware lower court should be 


sustained, and he argued from his 
knowledge of the case that no in- 
justice had been done. Stone, 
therefore, became as much respon- 
sible for the treatment of Ownbey 
as if he had been in the case from 
its inception. 

“The Supreme Court sustained 
the lower court, with Chief Justice 
White and Associate Justice Clarke 
diasenting. 

“By virtue of a musty and tyr- 
ranical gtatute, Col. Ownbey was 
deprived of property for which he 
had once been offered a million 
dollars. The Morgan heirs beat 
down the value of his holdings by 
the receivership proceedings, and 
then they bought in his shares for 
$41,000. 

Ordered Out of Court. 

“In the Delaware Court, Col. 
Ownbey rose to protest as an Amer- 
ican citizen and he was ordered 
taken out by a bailiff. 

“Later the Delaware Legislature 
passed an act retrocative to 1915 
purely in order to give Col. Ownbey 
a chance to come in and plead 
without making bond. He went in 
under the new statute, and the 
Same court denied him a hearing 
on the ground that the retrocative 
amendment affected a judgment 
already rendered by the court. 

“The Senate of Colorado passed 
a resolution condemning the action 
of the Morgan heirs and saying 
they had ruined ono of the best 
citizens of Colorada,. 

“Attorney-General Stone was. a 
party to the means employed to 
deprive this man of his rights 
without due process of law.”

TESTES HYDE

FOR TRENTON MEN 


J. Kelly Pool Tells Senate 
Committee Board Under- 
stood Knight and McVay 
Got No Fees. 


BANK CASHIER AND 
M’VAY APPEAR 


They State Note of Father 
of Convict, Was Credited 
to Republican Commit- 


teeman, Not Knight.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27.— 
That former Gov. Hyde _ and 
not the members of the State 
penal board actually fixed the 


time when William Archie Allar- 
dice and three other Trenton, Mo., 
rail shop. strikers, convicted of 
murder, were to be released on 
parole, was testified to before the 
Senate investigating committee by 
J. Kelly Pool, former Parole Com- 
missioner, in the inquiry into the 
circumstances of granting of pa- 


roles. 
Allardice’s father tedtified 
Thursday that he and the wife 


of one of the other convicts had 
each paid $600 to A. G. Knight, 
the special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, who had prosecuted the cases, 
to obtain their release, 

Pool testified that either Dan 
C. McVay, Republican State Com- 
mitteeman, or Knight, in present- 
ing the case, told the penal board 
that they were appearing only in 
the interest of the citizens of 
Trenton, and that the board under- 
stood neither was receiving a fee 
for his services. 

“Tf it had not had that under- 
standing,’’ Pool testified, “I would 
have looked upon their testimony 
in a very different light.” 

‘“‘Hyde for Immediate Parole.” 
Pool and Warden Crawford, Pool 
testified, favored a commutation 
of the sentences to five years, 
which would not have released 
them from prison for nearly two 
years, while Chairman Hoffman 
favored an immediate parole. 

Pool and Crawford agreed that 
Hoffman should see the Governor 
and the board would take tne ac- 
tion the Governor and Hoffman 
recommended. 

“Chairman Hoffman returned 
from the Governor with the state- 
ment that it was to be an imme- 
diate parole,’ Pool testified. 

Poo! had testified that Knight 
had wept when pleading fur the 
release of the men. 

“Do you think he may have been 
thinking about his $1000 fee when 
he cried?’ asked Senator Hamlin. 

“IT didn't know they were croco- 
Gile tears,” replied Pool, adding, 
“and, of course, I don’t know it 
now.” 

Letter From Barret Kead. 

Chairman Farris of the commit- 
tee read a letter from Jesse Bar- | 
rett, then Attorney-General, stating 
that he had selected Knight to be 
special prosecutor of the Trentoa 
strike cases at the request of Gov. 
liyde who, he said, called him from 
some place away from Jc:tferson 
City by long distance i2icephone, 
with the request that Knight De se- 
lected. Barrett said he authorized 
the Governor to send over is sig- 
nature a telegram to Knignt mak- 
ing the appointment. 

John S. Crawford, former Warden 
of the prison, confirmed in his tes- 
timony that of Pool and McVay 
and Knight led the prison board to 
belleve that they were not paid for 
their services. 


R. J. Green, cashier of the Farm- 
ers’ Exchange Bank of Trenton, 
gave testimony which conflicted 
with the elder Allardice’s testimony 
which was that he had paid Knight 
$600 through the execution of a 
note at the bank. 

Green produced a note for $600 
signed by Allardice, his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Edna Allardice, and 
one J. A. French, Dec. 5, 1924, and 
a deposit slip showing the $600 was 
credited to the account of McVay. 
Hie said there was no credit. to 
Knight and no other transactions 
of any kind in the bank in connec- 
tion with the parole or the note. 

When the note was made, he teg- 
tified, he was told to hold it and 
that later he would be informed 
what to do with the proceeds of the 
note, The following day the bank 
was instructed to credit it to Me- 
Vay’s account. 


McVay Questioned. 
| TTC 
McVay was questioned closely by 
Chairman Farris regarding Allar- 
dice’s testimony. Though testify- 
ing that Allardica was a man of 
the “highest integrity and honor,” 


McVay disputed the essential de- 
tails of Allardice’s testimony. Al- 
lardice testified the money was 


paid to Knight. McVay testified 
it was paid to him and denied tha: 
he had’ paid or had agreed to pay 
any part of it to Knight. 

McVay testified that he never 
had asked for any payment for his 
service, that he had not expected 
payment and that he had no 
Knowledge that any deposit had 
been made to his credit by Allar- 
dice until the day after it was 
made. He said that Knight not 
only did not receive even his ex- 
penses for his trip to Jefferson 
City to appear before the parole

HARRY DAUGHERTY OR 
STAND IN MEANS CASE 


Refused Permission to Tell 
of “Situation” in Capital— 
Denies Bribe Testimony. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—Harry 


M. Daugherty, former Attorney- 
General, called as a witness for the 


defense today in the Means-Felder 
trial, was refused permission by 
Federal Judge Lindley to tell the 
details of the “situation” existing 
at Washington during the events 
leading up to the indictment of the 
defendants. Judge Lindley, who 
sits in Eastern Illinois, was called 
here to preside in this case. 

Daugherty said that for some 
time the state of affairs in Wash- 
ington was such that there were 
men tn the capital who were 
‘“hell-bound and spell-bound.” 

“I would like at this time to tell 
the true story of that situation if 
I am permitted to do so,” said 
Daugherty. Judge Lindley, how- 
ever, refused him permission. 

Daugherty denied that Thomas 
B. Felder, one of the defendants, 
ever talked to him about indict- 
ments then pending against’ the 
Crager System, a company manu- 
facturing glass caskets. 

Means and Felder are being tried 
on charges of conspiracy to bribe 
Federal officials, including Daugh- 
erty. 

“Did Gaston Means ever talk to 
you about it?” he was asked by 
Frank P. Walsh, defense attorney. 
‘‘He never did,’’ replied Daugherty. 

‘Did Jarnecke (Means’ former 
secretary, ever talk to you about 
it?” “He never did,” answered 
the witness. 

“IT will aske you whether or not 
it is a fact that Col. Felder called 
upon you on one occasion when 
you were ill in Washington and 
spoke to you about the glass casket 
case?” 

“He never did,” said the witness. 
“None of these men ever discussed 
the glass casket case with me.”’ 

Daugherty said he did not know 
Means personally, and had talked 
to him only once, when Means 
spoke to him in the Department of 
Justice Building. 


Walsh asked the witness if he 
ever “attended a conference at the 
Wasdortf Hotel (in this city) in the 
early part or middle of October, 
1922, at which there were present, 
yourself, William J. Burns and An- 
drew W. Mellon and Gaston B. 
Means.” Before the witness could 
answer, Prosecutor Todd objected 
and Judge Lindley ruled out the 
question. 


Another question ruled out was’ 
one in which Walsh asked Daugh-

Testifies Thomas Fired First. 

Henry Peterson of Herrin, the 
next witness, testified that Thomas 
entered the cigar store alone, in 
contradiction of the stories that 
Thomas was accompanied by a 
gang of men. First, Peterson re- 
lated the. circumstances of the. 
single shot fired 10 minutes before 
the affray. He was on the side- 
walk outside the cigar store when 
Young Approached, and said he 
heard Young say, “Why, there’s 
Elias Green in there; I want to 
talk to him.” Then Young en- 
tered the store, and talked to 
Green. 

“Some one outside said, ‘Here 
comes Ora Thomas, ” Peterson 
continued. “I stepped aside as 
Thomas passed. He had on an 
overcoat with a gun sticking from 
the pocket on each side He had 
his hands on the guns. Young 
turned as Thomas came in, and he 
and Thomas began talking. T 
jooked through the window, and 
couldn't tell what they were say-’‘ 
ing, but suddenly Thomas drew his 
pistol and fired. The bullet went 
high and broke the window, and 
I got out of the way. 


Shots Fired Through Window.
